War Soldier, Last to Serve 


in Regular Army.

THE nearly five thousand offi- 


cers of of United States army, 
there Is now not a single one 
left who took part In the Civil 


w»r. The last of the Union veterans 
Of Uncle Sam's fighting forces retired 
tram active service two years ago, on 
August 13, after having held for more 
than a year the distinction of being the 
last Civil war survivor in the army. 
He was John Clem, and at his retire- 
ment he Held the rank of brigadier 
general, to which he was promoted 
from that of colonel not long before 
lie was eliminated from the list of 
active officers. 


Gen. "Johnny" Clem was born in 


Newark, O., on August 13, 1851, and 
he was not quite ten when President 
Lincoln issued his first call for volun- 
teers. Johnny was an orphan, and he 
wanted very, very much to go to war. 
He appealed to a friend, Captain Mc- 
Dougal, a company commander in the 
Third Ohio, asking that he be enlisted 
as a drummer boy. McDougall was im- 
pressed with the eamestness of the lad, 
but he refused to accept the responsi- 
bility. Nevertheless, when the Third 
Ohio set out for the front Johnny 
Clem accompanied the regiment. Mc- 
Dougal remaining obstinate, Johnny 
crossed the river to Covington, ,Ky., 
and appealed to the commanding offi- 
cer of the Twenty-second Michigan, 
there encamped. 
At length, after 


making use of all his persuasive pow- 
ers, the youngster was enlisted as a 
sort of reserve drummer. 
Johnny 


quickly made himself the pet of the 
regiment, and he was fitted out not 
only with a drum, but with a musket 
The barrel of the latter was sawed off 
so as to make it light enough for the 
lad to carry.

T WAS while upon the campaign 
of Sherman's expedition to Meridian,

h e earliest reliable written rec­ 
ords of the Grand Army of the 
Republic were consumed at Bos­ 
ton during the groat conflagra­ 
tion on Memorial day, 1873. Fortunate- 
\y, however, although the early pre­ 
liminary history is lost to tho coun­ 
try, enough of printed and written rec­ 
ords In other locations was found to 
enable the historians of the G, A. R. 
to piece out the interesting story of 
its birth. 
In the quaint old hall of records at 
tho national G. A. R. hoadquarters in 
Independence 
square, 
PhIIadoli)hia, 
the original minute-book of the nation­ 
al encampments, beginning with tho 
Soldiers and Sailors’ convonti(m at 
Pittsburgh, September 25, 18(;6, may 
he seen carefully preserved among oth­ 
er historic G. A. R. literature. 
It is a heavy sheepskin folio in good 
condition, of 780 pages, of which 353 
are written upon. The minutes cover 
tlie story of tho national encampmc^nts 
for tho^first six years, from 3MG7 to 
3872, after which tho proceedings were 
printed. These records and others of 
the dejmrtmtMits contain the history of 
the Grand Army organization after it 
became an embodied fact. 
There is, 
however, because of the lost records 
a 
n<»bulous 
atmosphere 
about 
the 
movements loading up to its forma- I 
tion. 
But the organization, it is clear­ 
ly known, is the evolution of the active 
political and social movements among 
the soldiers in the 12 months succeed­ 
ing tlie close of the war.

T SEEMS a far cry from the mod­ 
ern era of prosperous commercial

h e Idea of the organization of tho 
Grand Army of tho Republic was 
r(»ally conceived, however, before tho 
elo.se of tho war. 
The signer of the 
first general order, calling the first 
encampment in Indianapolis, Novem­ 
ber 20, ISOG, carefully preserved In 
the vonerable general ord(»r book in 
the Hall of R(»cords at Plillailelphia, 
was Maj. Benjamin Franklin Stephen­ 
son, provisional commander In chief 
in li^GG and the founder of tho Grand 
Army of the Rei)ublic. 
Major Stephenson was a native of 
Wayne county, Illinois, whore he was 
born in lSli2. 
Reared In poverty, but 
managing to wrest an education from 
difilcult conditions, he entered the 
nn»dlcal profession, graduating from 
Rush Medical college, Chicago, in 1851, 
and practicing in Petersburg, 111, He 
enlisted and served three years as sur­ 
geon of the Fourteenth Illinois in­ 
fantry and immediately after the war 
he resumed the practice of his profes­ 
sion, locating at Springfield, 111. Major 
Stephenson during the war was close­ 
ly associated with Chaplain William 
Rutledge, a Virginian by birth, a resi­ 
dent of Illinois and a M(*thodIst preach­ 
er, who was his tentmate and bosom 
companion.

T WAS while upon the campaign 
of Sherman’s expedition to Meridian, 
Fla,, in 18G4, that ('haplain Rutledge 
is said to have madt* the fruitful sug­ 
gestion 
to Major Stephenson 
that 
^‘soldiers so closely alllod In fellow­ 
ship of sulferlng would when mustered 
out desire some form of a.ssoclation to 
liresorve the frlendslilp and the memo­ 
ries of their common trials and da;i- 
gers.** 
The two friends agreed that if spared 
they would work out together some 
plan of allegiance to meet the need. 
This suggestion and agreement proved 
to be the germ of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, the greatest and most 
iDfiuential body of veterans in the 
world. 
It was not until nearly a year 
after the grand muster out that Major 
Stephenson 
and 
Chaplain Rutledge 
met in Springfiold and laid the founda­ 
tion plans for the new national order. 
The work of a Missouri organization 
called the Grand Army of Progress 
suggested the form of ritual which was 
adopted and which was printed in 
great secrecy,

Tho makers of the G. A. R., It ap­ 
pears, adoi>tod. In part, the “title of 
oilicors” and tho general organization

ofiice, the Loyal Legion restricting? 
membership of the first class to ofil- 
cers. 
The plan of organization embraced, 
first, the formation of precincts, called 
posts; second, county unions, called 
districts; 
third, 
state 
associations, 
known as departments, and the na­ 
tional organization formed originally 
of two delegates from each depart­ 
ment. 
The declaration of principles, a clear 
statement of the fraternal, patriotic 
and charitable purpose of the new or­ 
ganization, was introduced by a para­ 
graph in high-sounding and rounded 
phraseology after the style of the 
times, as follows; 
“T 
HR soldiers of the 
Volunteer 
Army of tho United States dur* 
ing the war of 18G1-18G5 actuated by 
tho Impulse and convictions of pa­ 
triotism and eternal right; combined 
in the strong bonds of fellowship and 
unity by tho toils, the dangers and 
the victories of a long and vigorously 
waged war, fool themselves called on 
to declare In definite form of words» 
and in determined co-operative ac­ 
tion, those principles and rules which 
should guide the earnest patriot, tho 
onlightonod freeman and the Chris­ 
tian citizen in his course of action, 
and to agree upon those plans and 
laws which should govern them in a 
united and systematic working meth­ 
od with which in some measure shall 
be effected the preservation of the 
grand results of the war, the fruits 
of tlieir labor and toll, so as to bene­ 
fit the deserving and worthy.** 
The Grand Army organization, it 
appear.s, at first made little headway 
in tlie various states. In two years but 
thirteen states were permanently or­ 
ganized, the order being Illinois, Wis­ 
consin, Pennsylvania, Ohio, New York, 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, New Jer­ 
sey, Maine, California, Nevada. Rhode 
Island, New Hampshire and Vermont 
The chief cause of the slow progress 
seemed to be that the soldiers had be- 
cijino weary of organization In the in- 
olTective clubs already referred to, 
which had grown Into popular disfavor, 
and almost total disruption was threat­ 
ened by the Indlfi’erence and opposition 
of tjiose who at first conceived the G. 
A, R. to be some sort of secret so­ 
ciety of partisan proclivities. 
M 
ANY wise heads, however, recog­ 
nized the power for good in tho or- 
: ganlzation, and its future prosperity 
was happily assured by the adoption 
of a resolution of the national en­ 
campment of 1863 that the purpose of 
the G. A. R, is ♦‘to secure the rights 
of thi^se defenders of their country, by 
all moral, social and iJolitical means ii^ 
our control.** 
Emphasis was appropriately placed 
on tho primary objects of the organi­ 
zation to maintain and strengthen the 
fraternal feelings which bind together 
the soldiers and marines of the Civil 
war, to perpetuate the memory and 
history of those who have died, and to 
lend assistance to the needy and to 
their widows and orphans, and all dis­ 
tinctions of party, creed, rank or color 
were eliminated.

Editor Claimed By Death. 


David Brainerd Allemau, editor of the 


Adams County Independent and well 
known publisher of this section, died at 
his home in Littlestown, on Monday ev- 
ening after a lingering illness caused by a 
complication of diseases. Mr. Alleman 
had been in failing health for several 
years, but it was only during the last six 
months that he retired from the active 
managership of the Independent, which 
he had published for the past 29 yeais 
David B. Alleman was born in Hanover, 
a son of the Rev. M. J. and Elizabeth Al- 
leman, and was aged 59 years, 2 months 
and 7 days. He established a printing 
business at Littlestown "and in April, 1882, 
he published the first issue of the Littles- 
town Era, a weekly newspaper, but be- 
cause of defective eyesight, Mr. .Alleman 
was forced to give up the business tem- 
porarily. 
The plant was sold in January, 


1885, to A. F Golden. Mr. Alleman held 
the position of traveling salesman in the 
few succeeding years. In 1888 he return- 
ed to Littlestown and started thepubhca- 
cation of the Adams County Independent. 
The plant he had disposed of to Mr. 
Goulden was destroyed by fire in August, 
1885, the same year the transfer was 
made. From that time until his health 
prevented it, he was actively engaged in 
the newspaper publishing business. Thi u 
out his life in this county Mr. Allemi.n 
took an active interest in politics. In 1882 
he was delegate to the Independent Re- 
publican convention which met in Phila- 
delphia. In 1892 and 1893 Mr. Allemaa 
was engaged in census taking in the states 
of Arkansas and Kentucky. 
In April 


1881, be was united in marriage to Miss 
Lizzie Ferg, daughter of the late Adam 
Ferg, an iron manufacturer, of Tremont. 
She preceded him in death in December, 
1914.

Infant Foods Are Tested 


On Little White Rodents 


To Determine Their Value 


It Is not very widely known that in- 


fant foods arc often tried out experi- 
mentally on> baby white mice. 
The 


Scientiflc American Magazine states 
that In various laboratories throughout 
the country large numbers of white 
mice are fed exclusively on infant 
foods and infant milk modifications. 


The inference cannot be drawn from 


this that infant mice and human in- 
fants require the samo foods ; but 
growth or lack of growth in the mouse 
does Indicate something of the growth 
promoting properties of the food used.

Select Rod With Care. 


Of course every fellow wants as fine 


ar. outfit as he can select after he's in 
the game and has the rough edges 
worn off. A rod for instance should 
have the same consideration that one 
gives to the selection of a shotgun 
or rifle. It takes the same place in the 
fishing kit that the gun does in the 
hunting layout. A fellow pays a good 
price for a gun, he selects the best 
he can get and is mighty particular 
about the drop—the bore and all de- 
tails, because he depends on his gun 
to stand him well at the right mo- 
ment. Therefore as the rod holds the 
same value to the fisherman, the care 
in selection and the money put into 
the rod covers a big vital point in the 
outfit.

Infant Foods Are Tested 
On Little White Rodents 
To Determine Their Value 
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It Is not very widely known that in­ 
fant foods are often tried out oxpori- 
mentally on^ baby white mice. 
The 
Sciontiiic American Magazine states 
that in various laboratories throughout 
the country large numbers of wliite 
mice are fed exeiusively on Infant 
foods and infant milk modifications, 
Tlie Inference cannot be drawn from 
this that Infant mice and human in­ 
fants require the same foods; but 
growth or lack of growth in tlio mouse 
does indicate something’ of the growth 
promoting prnpc>rties o f the food used. 
Largo nunil)ers of tlv*) baby mice are 
fed on eacli food, so Chat the individual 
dilTerences in 
mice nuiy be ellm- 
hiated. 
The food is judged l>y the av­ 
erage growth 4of all the mice hi the 
pi'oup. 
Thc baby mice In tlie experiments 
are as hygieni(»ally cared for as are 
real bal)ies. 
The wire cages In which 
they are kept are sterilized twice a 
week. 
In the bottom of each cage is 
« white crepe paper napkin to protect 
tlie little feet from tlie wires. A clean 
napkin is given at least once a day 
and often twice or three times. 
The 
Infant food nilxtures are given from 
three to five tinjes a day from little 
glass dishes resembling Individual salt 
dishes. The dishes are sterilized every 
time they are used. 
These aristocratic little pets must 
have distilled w ater to drink. 
This 
!s furnished from a little glass bottle 
having a stopper with a glass tube, 
inverted in the top of the cage, 
A 
drop always hangs at the end of the 
glass tube and when a mouse is thirsty 
It climbs up and licks olT tlie tlrop, 
when another drop immedialely forms. 
In this way the purity of the w ater 
at all times is insured. 
To be sure, 
these pels are nevt-r bathed, but why 
Bhould they need it? 
They have no 
chance to get dirty. 
It has been said: 
*Tt used to be

mice, but now one needs a college 
degree to undeitake it,^’

1 0 $50 and so on, that it makes you 
fool sick when you think of practicing 
on such high priced tackle. 
You ex­ 
pect to give the tackle 
¿orno hard 
knocks before you get the hang of the 
^port and you see your bankroll with 
a healthy case of shrinkage during the 
operation. 
For a starter there is no need of 
going deeper into the mint for an out- 
lit than say $15 to $18 and if you do 
oel like playing her a littló higher, 
$25 makes a limit, and at that you can 
"pt a good serviceable outfit that will 
take you through tlie season and give 
you a working practice that will make 
you a ‘*stay-for-sure** fly-caster. 
Select Rod With Care. 
Of course every fellow wants as fine 
an outfit as he can select after he*s in 
thc game and has the rough edges 
v/om off. 
A rod for instance should 
have the same consideration that one 
gives to tho selection of a shotgun 
or rifle. It takes thc same place in tho 
fishing kit that the gun does in the 
hunting layout. A fellow pays a good 
price for a gun, he selects the best 
he can get and Is mighty particular 
about the drop—the bore and all dOr- 
tails, because he depends on his gun 
to stand him well at the right mo­ 
ment. Therefore as the rod holds the 
same value to the fisherman, the care 
in selection and the money put into 
the rod covers a big vital point in tho 
outfit. 
However, for a starter we can select 
a well made and serviceable line of 
tackle at a very moderate cost. 
Here 
is an outfit, from which a selection 
can be made at either end, as to 
price, and it will cover tackle good 
enough for any beginner. 
You can 
buy the $5 rod or tho $10 one or go 
anywhere between, and you will^get 
good value as far as service goes! 
Outfit for the Beginner. 
Fly rod of split bamboo or steel, $5 
to $10. 
Reel, single action, click, $1 to $5. 
Enameled waterproof silk line, $1.50. 
Half dozen 6 foot gut leaders, $1.25. 
Two 
dozen 
artificial 
flies, 
about 
eight patterns. $3. 
Fly book. $1.50. 
W icker creel or basket, $2. 
Landing net (folding), $1.25. 
Leader box, 25c. 
In selecting your rod, make it a 9 to 
9^4 foot in length, 5 ounce weight, 
three piece with extra tip, snake guides. 
German silver ferrules and solid metal 
reel seat. 
The rod when together 
should turn around in the hand with 
exactly the same droop all around. It 
should show an even curve without 
lopping over to one side and have 
plenty of action when you whip or 
bend it. 
The lino should be enameled water­ 
proof silk, level braided size B. Here 
you can go a little deeper if you wish 
and get a double tapered line, which 
being lighter at the ends makes less 
friction in going through the guides 
and enables you to shoot out the line 
for greater distance in your casts; 
however a level braided lino w'fil an­ 
swer the purpose. 
The reel is not as important in fly- 
casting as in bait-casting, as it is 
merely used to store surplus lino. The 
featherweight, 60-yard size, weighing 
H ounces, makes a good all round reel, 
while the automatics are coming into 
use to a greater extent each season.
